Candidates Lsiii» Tlieir 
ar 
Service as l^olitieal Asset Should 
Have Records That Bear Seriitiiiy

LOS ANGELES.— There is a tendency on the 
part of some candidates in the current election 
campaign to wave their war service before the 
voters as a great political asset. When a candi­ 
date thus appeal.s for votes he then automati­ 
cally invites public scrutiny of his war record. 
Such a situation exists in California where 
candiaate Edward Shattuck is played up as a 
‘*\eteran of two wars'" in hi,< raf-e for the im­ 
portant job of attorney general. 
The record of Colonel Shattuck hapi>ens to 
be interesting. It is interesting not only to Cali­ 
fornia voter.$ but to every family whose son or 
husband is being drafted into the armed forces. 
For Colonel Shattuck occupied a high-up place 
in the Selectixe Serxice office in Washington 
with its power of life or death over much of 
the nation. 
Yet, while he held this k ey war post, and was 
busy drafting others, the record shows that he 
k ept his own public-relations man in California 
ready to promote and publicize exerything he 
did. In fact, Shattuck had decided exen as early 
as 1.941, befoi-e Pearl Harbor, that he xvould 
use his xvar job to run for political office. 
No scrap of publicity xxas too meagre for 
the colonel to ox erlook if it serx ed to promote 
his political future. 
“We might try for a story in the monthly 
alumni California magazine,” Shattuck wrote 
his publicity man on July 3, 1941, after he was 
made general counsel of Selective Service. “And 
the U.S.C. Alumni News. Sian Barnes could 
help on California, and Harry Silk e on U.S.C. 
You might also try Los Angeles Jr. Chamber 
of Commerce Bulletin and perhaps a word to 
the 20-30 magazine in Sacramento would get 
an article there. 
“ Might Give Us a Break” 
“It seems to me I recall a California maga­ 
zine similar to Look which might gix’e us 
a 
break . Jim Mussatti might give it a ride in 
the State Chamber Publicity. 
I beliexe that 
this particular assignment is worth playing for 
all the publicity we can get. Anywhere there 
is a good tie-in should be used to the limit. 
“The 
primaries 
are in 
August,” 
continued 
Colonel Shattuck . “If things brok e just right 
and enough publicity went oat meantime, this 
might be an ideal set-up. If things break so 
that I can run, I will, (At that time he planned 
to run for governor or lieutenant governor of 
California.) 
“Are there any big conventions coming to 
Los Angeles where a national-defcnse speech 
with emphasis on Selectix'e Serxice could be 
made and to which xve could wangle an invi­ 
tation^ There might be some American Legion 
convention, even though only the state conxen- 
tion or some such, Anyxvay, xx’ould you find out? 
Such an inxitation directed to Gen. Lexxis B. 
Hershcy 
especially 
requesting 
the 
hometown 
boy, would I am sure, bring results. Of course 
the origin of this suggestion xvill always remain 
just between you and me.” 
Di.sappoiniing Results 
Meanxvhile, Colonel Shattuck was given the 
job of calling out the numbers xvith President 
Roosevelt in the draft lottery, and the nation- 
xvide publicity he got made him hungry for 
more. So he sent xvord to his publicity agent 
to get set for another draft draxving on July 
IT, 194!. Next day his publicity agent reported 
di.cappointmg results. 
“I got your wire stating that you would tak e 
the mik e for the first fifteen minutes (of the 
draft lottery) and I then c<>\ ercd tiie metro­ 
politan papers. They xv'ere all set to use the 
story, but unfortunately the draft lottery was 
so handled at your end as to completely obliter­ 
ate your.self. 
“ Y e did get one break , hoxx ex er, in that on 
the morning of the draxving I had made ar­ 
rangements xvith the radio stations to use your 
name and fortunately Pat Bishop did so on 
two broadca.^ts last night and you xvere also 
mentioned on three other stations in newscasts. 
Other tlian that theie is no rexvaid.” 


At another draft 
lotte ry IMr.c. Sliattuck xxrotc 
a disappointed letter IMarch 
13. 1942, to the 
colonel's publicity man in California. 
•’There seems to be nothing at all to work 
on in tnis next draft thing.” Mrs. Shattuck 
xvrote 
from 
Washington. 
“They 
aie 
cutting 
doxvn practically all the thrills and frills. Ed 
just told me to ask you about calling Johnny 
Cohan on it—maybe a casual plug oxer the 
radio would say the name anyway.” 
Frantic Bombardment 
Eventually Colonel Shattuck got bored with 
Washington and conceixed the idea of getting 
iumseif tiansicrred back to Cahfcrn.a as state 
draft director. On 0> t. 5, 1942. 
;e xx rote his 
publici’.x' auent as fulluxxs: 
‘ Jim 
.Mu.'-sa'ti 
tsecretarx 
of the California 
Chamber of Commerce) 
xxas here and inde- 
petident y hit on 
ih e same idea ab*iut Selectix e 
Serxice in California and intends to talk to Earl 
Warren (ilicn a candidate for goxernor) about 
it. If Jim and the business interests were to 
suggest such a move it would greatly increase 
the weight behind the suggestion.”

Meanwhile, he k ept up a bombardment of 
letters to his friends urging them to pi^ssure 
Goxernor-elect Warren to secure his appoint­ 
ment, Finally, one of the.^e friends. William F. 
Reichel, wrote Shattuck on Feb. 3, 1943. “ I 
had an opportunity to discuss the matter with 
Earl Warren on Wednesday. It appears he is 
very reluctant to remove Leach at the present 
time 
unless 
he 
has 
some 
particular 
reason. 
It is. as you understand, a situation in xxhich 
you cannot play politics.” 
Lesson on Politics 
This really burned up the colonel. He sat 
doxvn and wrote a letter to his publicity man 
about politics. 
“Bill 
Reichel 
said 
Earl 
(Wari-en) 
felt 
he 
could do nothing because someone might think 
it was politics.” Shattuck xxnote. “What the hell 
do they think a governor is — a saint or a 
political leader? 
“ But my friend, be of good cheer: our day 
is coming. When the war is over we will carry 
the torch from north to south, east to west, 
and if I don't miss my guess we won’t haxe to 
ask anyone for anything. That sounds cock y 
and conceited, but it isn't. I haxe had a post­ 
graduate 
course 
in 
politics 
and 
a 
thorough 
education in public opinion and how to sway it. 
“ It is imperatixc that we k eep the close good­ 
will of Earl (Warren) and all his folloxxers,” 
Colonel Shattuck continued. “Now as to my

Since Dewey frequently disclaims interest in 
political office only to rexerse himself later, 
this pronouncement can hardly be tak en as his 
final word on 1952. But certainly it repifsents 
his pr esent estimate of bus oxx n chances for 
another GOP nomination at that time. 
If circumstances have altered in the interim, 
it would be no great surprise to learn that the 
goxernor 
had 
again 
made 
himself available. 
This is not intended to be a caustic judgment 
of the goxernor, but only a recognition of the 
fact that he has the presidential bug and prob­ 
ably xxon't be rid of it until he's too old to 
.« serve. He’s not the only man ex er to be bitten 
thus. 
Eisenhoxver promptly denied, as he ha.$ many 
times before in different ways, that he has any 
presidential ambitions. Those who want him to 
mak e the race profess to see in his denials some 
loopholes through which he could later squeeze 
should he change his rnind. 
It may be that the geneial xvould be willing 
to accept the nomination if he were genuinely 
drafted by the Republican.s and thus could enter 
the 
political 
wars 
fi-ee 
of 
any 
entangling 
alliances. 
But the brutal truth is that there haxe been 
fexv real drafts in political history. Getting 
a 
nomination i.s something you work at. If you 
k eep saying you don’t xvant it. a lot of people 
will tak e you .seriously and look elsexvhere. You 
haxe to 
indicate somewhere along the line, 
privately perhaps at first, that you are really 
available. 
It tak es sk illful maneux-ering, once you’ve 
made up your mind to seek the nomination, 
to line up the delegates you need to xvin. A 
half-hearted effoiT is no effort at all. 
So if the general does have any notion.« : lurk ­ 
ing in the back of his mind, he must soon decide 
whether to translate them into a i^al try or 
forget them. And he must pas.« : the xvord to 
those he wants to help him; the nomination 
isn’t gained without assistance. 
There's plenty of evidence Eisenhower could 
get that aid if he wants it. Dewey has publicly 
endorsed him and presumably w'ould back him 
in the conxention if he xvins the governorship 
and controls the Nexv York delegation. Gov. 
James H. Duff of Pennsylvania, noxv bidding 
for a U. S. Senate seat, is k noxvn to look favor­ 
ably on the general's candidacy. 
But exen among his back ers there's a feeling 
of uncertainty not 
alone 
about 
his 
possible 
intentions but about his political k now-how. 
Some think he’s extremely green as a political 
think er and fear this would mean he would 
have to rely too heavily on the advice of others 
should he plunge in. 
However this may be. it is plain that Eisen­ 
hoxver cannot xvait more than perhaps another 
six months to act. behind the scenes at least, if 
he has any real xvish for the presidency. To let 
matters drag beyond that time would be to 
mak e clear that his mind is irrevocably set 
against a political career unless a draft forces 
it upon him.
